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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claims 5,9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In the last line of claims 5 and 9, the term "said lens" lacks proper antecedent 
basis. AppUcant should change the term to "said transparent member." In claim 11, line 4, "said 
interior frame border" should be "an interior frame border." Appropriate clarification is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 15-17 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Osbum (US 2,616,197) in view of Kitayma (US 3,292,285) and Royal (US 5,383,293) and 
Official Notice. Osburn teaches two sections hingedly attached to one another. Element 7 is the 
riser. The sections having peripheral edges and have peripheral lips to retain the picture therein. 
Although it is not clear whether the hinge allows the two sections to juxtaposed one another, 
Osbum does contemplate other hinges. One example of such hinge is shown in Kitayama and 
other Uving hinges are well known in the container and frame art. Royal is also cited to show a 
border member situated within a frame that sits behind the peripheral lip. Although the 
references show a glass inbetween the border member and the peripheral hp, one of ordinary 
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skill in the art would readily recognize that glass can be removed from the frame as 



conventionally done.

Claims 5,9-1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph.
